“The Cherokee tribe, one

home country of the Indians of that 
day covered a large mountainous area 
extending from southwestern \itgtni.i 
down Into northern Georgia and Ala 
buma. 
As the whites spread out theii 
settlements along the 
Atlantic sea 
hoard, they began to come in contact 
with the Cherokees in their mountain 
valley s. 
“ Because of its desire to resist the 
aggressions of the white settlers, the 
tribe became embroiled in a series of 
disastrous 
wars 
which 
began 
soon 
after the y ear 1700. These bloody con­ 
flicts culminated in 18 8 5 in the much 
disputed treaty of New Eehota. the 
head village of the tribe located in 
southeastern Tennessee.

Store Potatoes in Dark , 
Reasonably Cool Cellar 
Keep potatoes in the dark , reason­ 
ably dry , and above freezing tempera­ 
ture, whether they are to be sold soon 
! after harvest or stored for winter. 
Carelessness in exposing the crop 
to sunlight for several day s results in 
a greening. 
This is accompanied oy 


j the development of a disagreeable and 
mildly poisonous solanin. 
rJ'o prevent 
this, potatoes should le covered or 
moved to a dark storage as sooft 
Ht- 
possible after digging. 
When this precaution to prevent 
greening is tak en by moving the po­ 
tatoes to storage or covering them 
with straw, the accumulation of mois­ 
ture may seem serious, as potatoes 
normally give off moisture, or sweat, 
after digging. This sweating is usual­ 
ly more disagreeable than dangerous. 
IF the tubers are sound and free from 
injuries when stored, the moisture 
rarely leads to rotting. 
Removing the excess moisture h,\ 
ventilation 
will 
prevent 
moisture 
stains and the crop will be more at­ 
tractive when removed from storage. 
Although the température is not im­ 
portant in the fall, it becomes very 
important 
when 
the crop Is held 
through the winter. The temperature 
in storage should he between 36 and 
40 degrees by the middle of December. 
If the temperature is above 40 degrees 
after the middle of December, the po­ 
tatoes will sprout and the shrink age 
may be serious.

Reasonably Cool Cellar 
Keep potatoes In the dark, reason­ 
ably dry, and above freezing tempera­ 
ture, whether they are to be sold soon 
after harvest or stored for winter. 
Carelessness In exposing the crop 
to sunlight for several days results In 
a greening. 
This Is accompanied ny 
the development of a disagreeable and 
mildly poisonous solanin. 
To prevent 
I this, potatoes should Ie covered or 
moved to a dark storage aa soon af 
possible after digging. 
When 
this precaution te prevent 
greening Is taken by moving the po­ 
tatoes to storage or covering them 
with straw, the accumulation of mois­ 
ture may seem serious, as potatoes 
normally give off moisture, or sweat, 
after digging. This sweating is usual­ 
ly more disagreeable than dangerous. 
If the tubers are sound and free from 
injuries when stored, the moisture 
rarely leads to rotting. 
Ile moving tin* excess moisture bs 
ventilation 
will 
prevent 
moisture 
stains and the crop will be more at­ 
tractive* when removed from storage. 
Although tile temperature Is not Im­ 
portant in the fall, it becomes very 
important 
when 
the 
crop 
is 
held 
through the winter. 
The temperature 
In storage should be between 36 and 
40 degrees by the middle of December. 
If the temperature is above 40 degrees 
after the middle of December, the po­ 
tatoes will sprout and the shrinkage 
may be serious.
